defeat on the Germans, who retired last night from Tirlemont with heavy losses. 

London, Aug. 20. A dispatch to the Star from Brussels says the German occupa¬ 
tion of Brussels is imminent. 

The burgomaster of the Belgian capital has ordered the civic guard to disarm. 

“The Belgian troops have admirably performed their duty in delaying the hostile 
advance and enabling their allies to complete their concentration.” 

Paris, Aug. 20.—An official communication received here from Brussels says: 
“The Germans have gained ground on both banks of the river Meuse and are in contact 
with the armies of the allies. 

“The enemy, finding the routes to the southward strongly held by French and Bel¬ 
gians, discovered an opening to the north. This may entirely change the strategy on 
both sides. ' ' 

“The Belgians, having held the invaders in check for 15 days, have done all that 
could be expected. Belgian strategy will now be merged into the general plan of the 
allied armies. 

Belgians Retire Towards Antwerp. ..«■-* > > 

A portion of the Belgian army has begun to retire in the direction of Antwerp, ac¬ 
cording to an official announcement this morning concerning the situation in Belgium. 
East of Namur the Germans have attained the line between Dinant and Neufehateau. 
Large German forces continue to cross the river Meuse between Liege and Namur.

Sir Wilfrid referred to the action 
taken by the government for coast 
defsnoe, giving his approval. He re* 
iterated that when Great Britain is at 
war Canada is at war, and asserted 
that all party differences would be 
set aside in the common cause of Em* 
pire to save civilixation from an un* 
bridled lust of conquest. 

The Liberal leader’s speech In full 
was as follows: 

"The observations which 1 shall have 
to offer to the house are few and brief. 
In fact, apart from the usual compli¬ 
ments and congratulations to the 
mover and seconder of the address, 
which I am glad to say I have more 
than usual pleasure in extending to 
them, I have but one criticism to offer 
and one declaration to make. 

.“The gravity of the events under 
which we are now assembled would 
seem to make it advisable, would even 
seem to make it iBcu^beat, QA' us to 
disregard funnalities and convention¬ 
alities which In ordinary times are 
rules of the house, whether written or 
unwritten, and%a wise safeguard 
against precipitated action, and which 
IKThapa on this occasion might help 
us or might Impede us with the ques¬ 
tion with which we have to deal. 

Will Give Immediate Assent. 

"This session has been called for the 
purpose of giving the authority of par¬ 
liament and the sanction of law to 
such measures as already have been 
taken and any further measures that 
may be needed to Insure the defence 
of this country and to give what aid 
may be in our power to the mother 
country In the stupendous struggle 
which now confronts her. 

Speaking for those who sit around 
me. speaking for the wide constitu¬ 
ency which we represent in this house, 

I hasten to say that to alt these meas- 
ums we are prepared to give an im¬ 
mediate assent. 

"If in what has been done, or in 
w'hat remaln.s to be done, there may 
be anything which, in our Judgment, 
should not be done, or should be done 
differently, we raise no objection, w'e 
take no exception, we offer no cHtl- 
cilism. and shall offer no criticism, so 
long as th‘^re is danger at the front. 

Mu»t Make Sacrtfices. 

"It la our duty, more pressing on us 
than all other duties, at once, on this 
first day of debate in a Canadian par¬ 
liament, to let Great Britain know, to 
let the friends and fi)es of Great Bri¬ 
tain know, that there Is In Canada 
but one mind and one heart, and that 
all Canadians stand behind the mother 
country, conscious and proud that she 
did not engage in that war from any 
selfish motive, for any purpose of ag¬ 
grandizement. but that she has en¬ 
gaged In that war to maintain un¬ 
tarnished the honor of her name, to 
fulfill her obligations to her allies, to 
maintain her treaty bbligations and to 
save civilization from the unbridled 
lust of conquest and power. 

*T am well aware that the small con¬ 
tingent of some 20,000 men which we 
are going to send wilt have to show 
double courage and double steadiness 
if they are going to give an account 
of themselves among the millions of

Muelhausen Keoccupied By French. 

Paris, Aujr. 20.—The reocewpation of Muelliauseii, 

French troops, is announced officially here to-day. 

The recapture of Muelhausen was preceded by a severe battle, 
during wiiieh the French troops took one of tlie suburbs at the point 
of the bayonet. 

They also took as the result of tlieir victory six German cannon 
and six ammunition wagons. 

The official note says the situation in the Vosges mountains is 
unchanged. In Upper Alsaee the French have occupied Guebwellier, 
fourteen miles southwest of Colmar. 

In Lorraine, it is said, tlie French lines extend from the nortli of 
Saarburg, passing by Morhange to Delme.

According to this statement, the gross 
revenue of India amounted to £86,863,- 
598, and there was a surplus over ex¬ 
penditure of £3,107,634. The amount of

Land revenue was 
still the mainstay of the government, 
constituting about 36 per cent, of the 
total net revenue ac'cruing to the In¬ 
dian exchequer.

Pope Pius X. Died at an 
Early Hour This 
, Morning 

(Continued from page 1.) 

and stationed lighted candle.s about 
the bed. 

It so happened that Cardinal Della 
Volpe, the chamberlain; Seraflno Van- 
nutelll, dean ot the sacred college, and 
Antonio AgllardI, chancellor of the 
Holy Roman church, were absent from 
Rome, but It was announced that Car¬ 
dinal Della Volpe. would return to-day 
and ImmedlRtely on his arrival Invite 
the members of the sacred college to 
decide on the funeral ceremonies, 
which occupy nine days. 

Giuseppe Melchlorre Sarto, known to 
the world as Pope Plus X.. was elected 
tp the pontificate on August 4. 1903, 
and during his occupancy of his exalt¬ 
ed office as head of the Roman Catho¬ 
lic church, he was confronted with 
some of the most momentous problems, 
religious and governmental, with which 
the Holy has had to deal in mod¬ 
ern times. 

Pope Plus was born on June 2, 1835, 
at Rlese, In the Venetian provinces, the 
first child of Olan-Battista Sarto, a 
postman, and his wife Margherlta. 
Giuseppe's early dftreer was Influenced 
by the village priest who took a liking 
for the boy, taught him to read and 
write and drummed into the youthful 
head the rudiments of Latin. At the 
age of eleven years he entered the 
seminary at Oasielfranco, not far from 
his birthplace, and for four years every 
day he tramped to school, usually bare¬ 
footed. until he reached the outskirts 
of the village, where he would slip on 
hls shoes to keep up appearances. 

From Ca.stlefranco he passed In 1850 
to the seminary in Padua, and in 1858. 
at the age of 25, was ordained priest 
and took up his studies at Totnbolb, In 
1867 he had hls first parish of import¬ 
ance. that of Salzano. where he re- 
mainec^' for ele\en years. In addition 
to hls ecclesiastical duties Father Barto 
contributed largely to the support of 
hls mother and .sisters, who found life 
a hard struggle, e.sjieclally in the 
winter. 

His eloquence led to hls being called 
at the age of 40 to Treviso as chancel¬ 
lor of the diocese, and shortly after he 
was appointed profes.sor of theology In 
the seminary. Nine years of strenuous 
work followed, crowned, in 1884, by hls 
a.o8uming the mitre as Bishop of 
Mantua. 

Leo XIII. conferred upon Bishop 
Sarto the title of “Roman .Count,” and 
in the conslstor}* of June. 1893. created 
him cardinal, giving him the Roman 
church of San Bernardo from which to 
take hls title. He was s^o poor that he 
was unable to pay the fees connected 
with the acceptance of the new dignity, 
but some of hls admirers came forward 
and provided him with the necessary 
funds. 

Creating him cardinal. Leo XIII. ap¬ 
pointed him also patriarch of Venice, 
but he did not leave Mantua until a 
year later, owing to conflict between 
the Italian government and the Holy 
See. over the right of the House of 
Savoy, to be consulted before the ap¬ 
pointment of a patriarch, the govern¬ 
ment having Inlieriled the rights of 
the republic of Venice. The dispute 
was cut short by King Humbert also 
appointing Cardinal Sarto as patriarch 
of Venice. 

The patriarch's relations with the 
House of Savoy were always most cor¬ 
dial. Every time that their majesties 
or the princes vfsited Venice he paid 
them a visit and presented hls homage. 
He was one of Queen Margherita's con¬ 
fessors. and only a few months before 
the death of Leo XIII. he was next the 
Count of Turin in publlc.^hen he (the 
patriarch) blessed the foundation stone 
of the new companlle In Piazza San 
Marco. He was the candidate of Leo 
XIII. as his successor, but he so little 
realized the future that when he left 
Venice, In July, 1903, for the conclave 
In Rome, he bought a return ticket. 

In the conclave the struggle was for 
and against Cardinal Rampolia, Leo 
XIII.’s secretary of state, whose 
chances were lost when Cardinal Puz- 
yna pronounce<l the veto of Austria 
against him. which veto was supposed 
to represent the triple alliance. Then 
needing a “compromise” pope, all eyes 
turned to Cardinal Sarto, who at first 
refused, but was after induced to ac¬ 
cept the high position, being elected al¬ 
most unanimously on August 4, as¬ 
suming the title of: 

Pope Plus X., Bishop of Rome and 
Vicar of Jesus Christ, Successor of 6t. 
Peter. Prince of the Apostles; Supreme 
Pontiff of the Universal Church. Pa¬ 
triarch of the West. Primate of alt 
Italy; Archbishop and Metropolitan of 
the Roman Province and Sovereign of 
the Temporal Dominions of the Holy 
Roman Church. 

The pontificate of Pope Plus X. was 
characterized by that spirit of modesty 
which never abandoned him and by 
that strong religious feeling. which 
made him choose as motto, “To restore 
everything in Christ. “The day after 
his coronation he was asked to give or¬ 
ders for his private apartment In the 
vAtlcan, and while he urged the then 
young Monslgnure Merry del Val, his 
pro-secretary of state, to occupy the 
gorgeous Borgia apartment, he him¬ 
self chose four small rooms in the low- 
ceillnged suite above the state apart¬ 
ment of the pontiff, which under Leo 
XIII. had been occupied by hls private 
secretary, Mgr. Angell. 

Pius X. desired to give himself up 
entirely to hls work. In so doing he 
did not spare any fatigue, and giving 
audiences, admitting people to large 
receptions, celebrating masses, preach¬ 
ing, giving communion, reached such a 
point of exhaustion that while in the 
exercise of hls priestly function In the 
Pauline chapel, crowded with people, 
)ie.. fainted, and thus started that re-

port which pursued him ever after— 
that he was liable to fainting fits, 
which was quite untrue, as that was 
the only occasion on which he .suffered 
In that w'ay. and It was entirely due to 
the heat and the vitiated air of the 
chapel. 

That was the first opportunity for 
the officials of the Vatican to step In, 
and on the pretext of protecting the 
pope's health, attempt gradually to 
isolate him from the world. However, 
they were not always successful. One 
of the yearly American pilgrimages had 
left the ITnIted States at the beginning 
of July, 1903. On their way to Europe 
Leo XIII.. who should have recelved- 
them. died, so that they were In Rome 
during the conclave, and the day on 
which Plus X. was elected and descend¬ 
ed Into St. Peter’s to give hls first 
benediction they were In the basilica, 
wtth two American flags w'aving above 
the immense crowd assembled there 
and joining their rlpging hurrahs to the 
cheering which greeted the venerable 
figure. Some days after the same Am¬ 
erican pilgrimage was in the Vatican 
gardens when suddenly, the work of 
the officials having been begun, they 
w'ere ordered away as the pope was 
seen approaching. With tfue Ameri¬ 
can determination they objected that 
they did not want to leave. Plus X., 
who understood something of what was 
going on, inquired, and Cardinal Gib¬ 
bons. who was among those who ac¬ 
companied them, explained that It was 
a pilgrimage of hls countrymen w’ho 
desired to pay homage to the holy 
father. They had asked for an audi¬ 
ence and were waiting for the appoint¬ 
ed day. The pontiff immediately said 
there was no necessity to wait, and 
that he would receive the Americans at 
once In the adjoining museum lapldar- 
lum. Thus Pius X. received the first 
pilgrimage of hls pontificate, held in 
his hands and blessed the two Ameri¬ 
can flags which are still preserved, one 
in Rome and one in Ne^ • York. 

Plus X. did not Intend to change the 
substance of the policy which hls two 
predecessors had follow'ed tovrards 
Italy. Hls protests against the loss of 
the temporal power, however, lost the 
vehemence and bitterness which 
formerly characterized them. 

The strongest 6f his protests on this 
subject was Issued when President 
Loubet, disregarding the prohibition to 
all Catholic rulers and heads of states 
to visit the King of United Italy in his | 
capital, was the first, with the excep- | 
tion of Prince Ferdinand of Bulgaria, 
since 1870, to go as guest to the' 
quirinal. | 

This, however, was not only caused 
by the feeling towards Italy but much ! 
more by the state of religious war with [ 
France, w’hlch was the most remark- | 
able event in the last pontificate, and 
of which many have attrlbpted the re- i 
sponsibility to Plus X.. while the hos- 
tilittes had already begun under Leo 
XIII, 

France found imitators in Spain, 
which passed in parliament bills 
against the religious congregations a..d 
the clergy, leading to the recall of the 
Spanish amb^sador accredited to the 
holy see; and In Portugal, where the 
republic proclaimed on October 5, 1910, 
brought about a complete separation 
between church and state, the expul¬ 
sion of the religious congregations and 
the confiscation of their properties. 

While such serious crises were taking 
place between the Vatican and some of 
the Latin countries, which had been 
known In history as the most faithful 
to the holy see. the relations with Italy, 
w'hile maintaining in the outside form 
the usual character of hostility, were 
In substance much more cordial. 

It would take long to enumerate all 
the reforms of a religious character in¬ 
itiated by Plus X., such as that of re¬ 
storing the Gregorian chants, of 
preaching every Sunday from a text 
from the Bible, himself ^vlng the good 
example by having as long as bis 
strength allowed him, the faithful of 
the different parishes In Rome In the 
courtyard of San Damaso to hear him 
explain the gospel story, and carrying 
out one after the other as pope the 
same Ideas and principles whlch^he 
had professed and advocated as bishop 
gnd patriarch. One of hls undertakings 
will leave an Important mark In the 
history of the papacy—the codification 
of ecclesiastic law. He entrusted the 
work to an Illustrious scholar In com¬ 
mon law. Mgr. Pietro Qasparri, on 
whom he conferred the red hat In De¬ 
cember, 1907. Another epoch-making 
task was that of the revision of the 
vuIgate, which he confided to Father 
Praoels Aldan Qasquet, abl>ot>*presi-

I The pope displayed even greater energy 
on November 18, 1907. when he re- 
j affirmed the necessity of combatting by 
eVery possible means the spirit of re¬ 
bellion, and ordered the bishops to 
watch and if necessary to dismiss the 
professor Infected W'lth the condemned 
doctrines and to prevent from taking 
orders those students who were sus¬ 
pected of sympathising with the move¬ 
ment. 

New rebellions broke out, and Plus 
X. went further in the struggle, with a 
new encyclical. In May, 1909. and more 
so by Imposing the antl-modemlst oath 
on all ecclesiastics. 

The pontiff roused a storm of oppo- 
sltloi), to himself entirely unexpected, 
by his encyclical against the Protes¬ 
tants in general and those of the Ger¬ 
man reformation In particular, on the 
occasion of the centennial of St. 
Charles Borromeo. 

Another very Important reform due 
to Pius X. is that of the Roman curia, 
which was sUH rulc^ by the Bull of 
Sixtus V. of January, 1568. With this 
he reformed the pffices. the ecclesiasti¬ 
cal ‘courts and the Roman congrega¬ 
tions. withdrawing America, Canada, 
Newfoundland.

NOT CONTROVERTED YET. 


The war la being used by the arma¬ 
ment interests and their newspaper 
champions In various parts of the 
world as a damning answer to Norman 
Angell’s work, "The Great Illusion," 
which has been transluted into many 
languages. The author of that book, 
iiowever, did hot say that war was Ini- 
pns.slble: he dltl say that wars were 
based upon false economic premises; 
that as business propositions they 
were failures and that the benefits de¬ 
rived from conquest were Incommen- 
suntte with the los.s they occasioned. 

When the present struggle is over 
.Mr. Angell will have abundant ma¬ 
terial with which to confound his 
critics. If the outcome is as we hope 
it w'lll be, he will be able to show that 
the conquest of Alsace and Lorraine 
forty years ago reacted upon the con¬ 
quering nation of that time with dis¬ 
astrous effect. Had Germany not dis¬ 
membered France in that struggle it 
is safe to say that neither France, Bel¬ 
gium nor Great Britain would be at 
war to-day. The enormous expendi¬ 
ture made by Germany In strengthen¬ 
ing her fortifications in those two pro¬ 
vinces was due to the expectation that 
France would attempt to retake them. 
And France never tried to conceal her 
Intention of doing so as soon as she 
was ready. • 

If Germany loses, which seems in¬ 
evitable, it will be because she has had 
to fight France a-s well ns Russia. To 
fight France slie violated the neutral¬ 
ity of Belgium, thereby drawing that 
country and Great Britain Into the 
struggle.

The 
building has yet to be furnished and 
may not be occupied for some time yet. 

The foundation stone of the building 
was laid on February 13 last by the 
lieutenant-governor in the presence of 
a large gathering, the liandtes of the 
mallet and trowel with which the cere¬ 
mony was performed having been cut 
from the only oak felled In order to 
clear the site. Several minerals, mica, 
pyrites and copper, were found when 
the solid rook out of which the founda¬ 
tions were hewn, w'as being blasted. 
It is understood that the Saanich coun¬ 
cil will take over the rock pile which 
wa.s created by the blasting and use 
it on the roads. 

W. C. F. Gillam is the architect o'f 
the building. The most characteristic 
feature of the architecture is the cen¬ 
tral tower, which will carry a four- 
sided clock and will be used as the 
I main ventilating shaft for the building. 

I The building is fireproof and is built 
of brick and Denman Island stone, the 
red and grey making, with the green 
'slates. 4n attractive color scheme. 
Douglas fir has been extensively used 
in the wood work of floors, etc. The 
structure is 300 feet long and contains 
76 rooms. 

As Is the case with the Victoria High| 
school, the auditorium is a feature of 
the building. It will seat 760, a.s against 
the 816 the High school assembly room 
will accommodate. It is 73 feet long, 
and the stage has ante-rooms attached, 
while the numerous exits will empty 
the hall in a few moments. Accommo¬ 
dation has been provided for the opera¬ 
tion of a cinematograph machine. The 
auditorium is situated on the main 
floor, where are also the library, the 
committee rooms, and the four large 
class-rooms, each 32 feet by 20 feet. 

In the left wing Is a model represen¬ 
tation of a house, to be used for tho fn- 
struction of girls in domestic .science 
w'ork, and the cooking in the building 
will be by a system of air gas. w'hlch 
can If necessary be used for lighting 
purposes. 

On the basement level are the plunge 
baths, the gymnasium, and the stud¬ 
ents’ recreation rooms. The workshops 
for manual training and technical work 
are located in this portion of the.build¬ 
ing.

Speaking of the W'ork to be done at 
the new prison. Warden Munro stated 
that the first thing to be done w’ould 
be to clear and grade the land. A tem¬ 
porary wire fence to mark off the 
boundaries might have to be erected, 
but no permanent fence to keep in the 
prisoners would be erected. 

“They’ll never -want to leave these 
comfortable quarters.*’ stated Mr. 
Munro. 

At present the "comfortalde (iuar- 
ters’’ have a somewhat barren appear¬ 
ance as there Is on4' one man odcupy- 
; ing them. Senior Guard Thomas, from 
the old prison. He Is living in the 
building as a precaution against any 
of the contingencies which might arise 
from leaving so targe a building abso¬ 
lutely unoccupied. 

The prison could, under stress of cir¬ 
cumstances. acoommodate 350 prison¬ 
ers. but its actual cell room is 77 single 
cells and 72 double, or a total of 221 
prlsimers. There are three large cells 
for condemned prisoners, tiiree dark 
cells and a large hospital ward which 
would accommodate the overflow. 

The new' quarters In which prisoners 
will find themselves will be far super¬ 
ior to any accommodation 'they have 
ever had iff any of the prisons of this 
province. Plenty of light has been pro¬ 
vided for the cells, which In one wing 
are in four tiers and in the other In 
two. The beds have strong steel 
springs and there is running water In 
each cell. Except at nights the prison¬ 
ers will be permitted to come out of 
their cells and w’atk up and down a 
spacious promenade.

WATER AS STRONG AS IRON, 


(>ne of the most reiharkable instances 
of boldneas in scienlillc prediction was 
when Young, about one hundred years 
ago, Insisted on the great tensile 
strength <)f water In making what was 
the first estimate ever computed as to, 
the range of molecular action. This! 
calculation of Young's had been for¬ 
gotten until rediscovered by Lord Ray¬ 
leigh a few years ago. Young com¬ 
pared the surface tension of water to 
its tenacity, and came to the conclu¬ 
sion that its tensile strength was about 
j that of iron. This estimate Blr J<»seph 
j Thomson, in lecturing at the Royal In- 
|Ktitut!on. said was the most remarkable 
case of clear Insight and audacity 
which he had yet come across. To il¬ 
lustrate the tensile strength of water 
and to compare it with that of oil the 
lecturer heated up two sealed tubes, of 
which the one, at the temperature of 
the room, was nearly completely filled 
with air-free water and the other with 
oil. By heating these tubes the fluids 
were caused to fill them completely, 
and it was then shown that they cotjid 
bo cooled back f nearly to the room 
temperature without the forming again 
of a void. A tenslonal force sufficient 
to stretch the water frf)m its normal 
volume to a materially larger on^ was 
thu.s sustained by the fluid. The ten¬ 
sile strength thus exhibited was. Pro¬ 
fessor Thomson said. a)>out 13,000 at¬ 
mospheres in tile case of water, and 
much less in that of oif. The reason 
why water was ordinarily so weak was

“This policy of Britain la, on auper- 
liclal examination, not ver 5 ' compre¬ 
hensible. nr course German industries 
and trade have lately made a.stoundlng 
l>rt>grc^. and the German navy Is 
grow’ing to a strength which commands 
respect. We are certainly a hindrance' 
tf» the plans which Britain Is pmsecot- 
Ing In Asiatic Turkey and Genirul 
Africa. 

“ThI.s may well be'distasteful to the 
British fnun econoniie as well us po- 
lUlcul and military uspec-ts. Hut on 
the other hand the American ci»iupell- 
ilon In the domain of commercial 
pohtii-s la far keener than the Ger¬ 
man. The American navy Is at the 
present moment stronger than the 
Gecinan and will henceforth maintain 
this precedence. K\en the French are 
on the iwlnt of building a formidable 
fleet. an»1 their colonial empire, so far 
as territory is Concerned. Is Immensely 
superior ti» ours. 

“Yet In spile of all the8«» mnsldcra- 
thms the hostility of the British Is 
j*rimarlly directed 
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. .. . France must 

be so completely crushed that she can 
neter again come acro.ss our path.” 

Gen. von Bernhardi makes an esti¬ 
mate of the numerical strength of the 
armies of Europe, hut as the figures are 
tlL»se f4>r 1911 they are of less lm{»orl- 
ance than his conclusion us to their 
comparative Hii-ength. On this point 
he says: 

“In what numbers the exlsctlng sol¬ 
diers would In case id war be available 
■for field formations In Germany and 
Austria Is not known, and It would be 
undesirable to slate. It depends partly 
on the forces available, partly on other 
Circumstances which are not open to 
public discussion. However high our 
estimate of the new fonnVtlons may 
bs, wo shut! never reach the figures 
which the combined forces of France 
and Russia present. 

“We must rather try to nuUIfy the 
numerical superiority of the enemy by 
iho Increased tactical value of the 
(r.tops. by intelligent generalship and a 
prompt use of opportunity and Im'allty. 
Even the addition of the Italian army 
to the forces of Germany and Austria ^ 
Would not. so far as I know, restore I 
numerical equality In the field." I 

As regards the naval strength of the' 
contending nations he says that—this I 
w as In 1911—Britain and Frant'e to-1 
gether can collect In the North sea a 
Heel of battleships alone three limes as 
stnmg as Germany and wlU be sup¬ 
ported by a vastly superior force of 
torpedo bouts and submarines. 

It may be assumed that the German 
fleet Is distinctly superior to the French 
In material and training, but the Brit¬ 
ish Is Its equal. The German guns'will 
probably Kh<»w' a superiority over the 
British and the German torpedo fleet 
by Its reckless energy, excellent train¬ 
ing and clnrliig spirit of adventure will 
make up some of the numerical disad¬ 
vantage. Gen von Bernhardi ad.is: 

‘ Reflection shtjws that the suiJerlorlty 
hy sea, with which we must under cer¬ 
tain clreumstances r<*?kon. Is very 
great, and that our position In this 
respect is growing worse, since the 
Ht.ites of the Triple Entente can bnihl

hardf^ontlnues, “It will be much more I 
difficult for us to wage than a war' 
with Britain alone. Fi'ance’s blue water j 
fleet would hold our allies In the Medl-1 
terranean in check, and Britain could' 
bring all her forces to bear upon us. | 
It would be possible that combined 
fleets of the two powers might app«‘ar 
both In the Mediterranean and in the 
North sea. since England could hardly 
leave the protection of her Mediter¬ 
ranean Interests to France alone. The 
prospect of any ultimately successful 
Issue would thus shrink Into the back¬ 
ground. 

“But we need not even then despair. 
On the contrary, we must fight the 
French fleet, so to speak, on land, 
namely, we must defeat P''rance so de¬ 
cisively that she would be compelled 
to renounce her alliance with Britain 
and wltlulraw her fleet to save herself 
from Utlal destruction. Just ns In 
1870-71 we marched to the shores of 
the Atlantic, so this time again we 
must resolve on an absolute conquest. 
In order to capture the French naval 
ports and destroy the P'rench naval 
depots. 

“It w'ould l>e a war to the knife with 
France, one which would, if victorious, 
annihilate once for all the F’rench posi¬ 
tion as a great p<»wer. If France, with 
I her falling birth rate, determines on

extraordinary interest .at the nuunent. 
Is the impression that Gen. vi»n Bern¬ 
hardi takes a rather gloomy view’ of 
the emlcome. He sees Italy detached 
from the Triple Alliance. He sees Brit¬ 
ain's Meet striking with overwhelming 
strength at the Genunny’s fleet. He 
sees the armh-s of Germany, with only 
moderate help from Austria, outnum- 
l)cred by. the armies of France on the 
w'est an»l Russia on the east. He sees 
the possibility of an Invasion of t)ie 
empire by Britain and laT allies 
through Belgium and Holland. He see» 
Gernwiny's commerce sufferhig .severely 
if not ruined. 

Bat he 4lf)es not despair of the re- 
.suit. He show’s how- great t)ilds can 
be overcome. Above all. be stijs. the 
question w l»h Gerpmny now Is world j 
power or down fall. He writo.s: 

“We have fought in the last great j 
wars for 4Uir national union and o\ir i 
po-itlon iimong tite powers of Europe: | 
W‘r now must decide whether we wish j 
to develf>p into and maintain a work!, 
empire ami |«rorur»* for German spirit j 
ami German Ideas that flt recognition ' 
wliieh has Ijocn hitherto withheld fri>n\ 
them. 

“Wo must make It quite ch-ur to our¬ 
selves that there can be no standing 
still, no being saiisfled f«»r us, but only 
prigress fir retrogression. Jiml that It j 
Is tantamount tfi retrogression wheh! 
w.‘ are contented with out pn^sent place j 
among the nallon.s of PhiroiM'. while all 
(uir rivals are straining with desperate 
eiu rgy. even at the c^ist <*f our rtght.s. 
to exteml their power. The process of 
our flecuy Wfjuld set In gradually and 
advance slowly so long ns the struggle 
against us was waged with peaceful 
wea!>ons; the living generation would, 
perliaps, be able to c*miinue to exist 
In pence and comfort. 

“But sliouhl a war be forcetl upon us 
hy stronger enemies under con*lltlf»ns, 
unfavorable t«? us. then if fuir arms 
met with illsaster mir political flownfall 
would m*t la* flelnysd an«l we should 
rapidly sink down. The future of Ger¬ 
man natlfmalliy would 1>e sat'rlfb'ed. nn 
Independent German clvtll’^atlon would 
not bmg exist and tlie Ifle.ssingiFfor 
whi<‘h iterman blood has fl.iw»*d In 
streams - spiritual and moral lU»erty. 
and the profound and lofty aspirations 
of German thought—wouifl for long 
ages l>e lost tf> niankiml." 

It was the M<irocc(» dispute In 1911 
tlinl caused the book to be written, 
j General von Bernhardi says In his pro- 
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tlea. Austria Is undoubtedly a loyal 
ally, yet “there la cause for anixety, 
lH*<’au«e In a conglomerate state like, 
Austria, which contains numerous Sla¬ 
vonic elements, patriotism may not be 
strong enougl) to allow the gfivernmrnt 
to fight to the death w’lth Russia were 
the latter to defeat us. The oeeurrence 
of such nn event Is not Improbable. 
When enumerating the poBaibilltles 
that might affect' our policy we cannot 
leave this one out of consideration. 

“We shall therefore stmie ilay per¬ 
haps be faced with the neces-slty of 
standing Isolated In a great war of the 
nations, ns once Frederick the Great 
8ti>od. and shall have to trust to our 
own strength and our own resolution 
for victory. 

“SiK’h a war—fur us more than for 
any other nation—must be a war f(»r 
our political and national existence. 
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against us. It is 
necessary to adopt the British stand¬ 
point In order tu understand the line 
4>/ tlioujfiit which guides the British 
politicians. I believe that tin* s<)Iutlun 
of the pndilem Is to be found In tin* 
wide ramlflcatkms of British Interests' 
in e\ery pHrt of the wtu'ld. 

“Britain wishes, In any ease, to 
a\’ert the datiger «if a war with .\mer- 
it-a. The nntnrnl opposition of the 
IW4> rival slates nuiy, h<)wcvpr, in the 
further development of things. Ik* ati 
accentuated that Britain will lie 
ftwcctl to assert her j>i»sltl*)n by arms, 
or at lea.st to maltitain an \imlisputcd 
naval Bupremacy, in order to empha¬ 
size her diplomatic action. The nda- 
lions of the two countries to Canada 
may easily l>ecoiue strained to a dan¬ 
gerous point, and the temporary fail¬ 
ure of the arbliratlt)n treaty casts a 
strong tight on th> fact tliat the Amer¬ 
ican people do not etmaider that the 
|)resent political relatl<*ns of the two 
nations are i>i*rmanent. 

“Thor»* Is anotlier dungor which eon- 
terns Britain more I'losely and di¬ 
rectly thr**atens her tUallty, This is 
due to the nathuiallst movement In 
India and Egypt, to the growing power 
of Islam, to the agitation for Inde- 
jiendencp in the great rolonles. us well 
ns to the Hupr<*tnacy of the low Ger¬ 
man eU'ineiit in South Africa. 

“Turkey Is the only state which 
might serh>usly threaten the British 
position Id Kgyfit by land. This con¬ 
tingency yites to the national miive- 
ment In Egypt an Imiiortance which It 
w’ouM not (dherwiae j)oS8e8s: It clearly 
shows tluit Britain Intensely fears 
every Pan-Ialamitlc nu>venicnt. She Is 
trying with all the resources of politi¬ 
cal Intrigue t<i undermine the gniwlng 
power of Turkey, whh h she olficlally 
pretends to sui'port. and Is endeavor¬ 
ing to treat.- In Arui>la a new religious

The great military harb«>r of 
I Rosyth Is admittedly built for the

show’ed that the 
overj’where Is critical for us, that we 
live at an epoch which will decide our 
place as a world power or our down¬ 
fall. The internal disruption of the 
Triple Allhtnce. ns shown clearly by 
the action of Italy toward Turkey, 
threatens to bring the crlMis quickly to 
a head. The period which destiny has 
ulloted us for concentrating our forces 
and preparing ourselves for the deadly 
struggle may soon be passed. We 
ntusf use It, If we wish to be mindful 
of the warning of the Groat Elector, 
that we are Germans.” 

; The first e.ssenttal to Germany’s ae- 
curliy Is to make the total fighting 
i strength of the nation available for 
I war. But numbers In themselves are 
not the decisive facts. History teaches 
that “in most ca.ses It was a special 
advantage possessed by the one party 
—better equipment, greater efllclency 
of troops, brilliant U-aderslilp or more 
able strategy*—which led to victory 
over tile numerically superior. Rome 
conquered the world with Inferior 
forces; Frederick the Great w'lth In- 
ferlbr forces withstood' the allied ar¬ 
mies of Europe. Recent htstorj’ shows 
us the victory of * the numerically 
weaker Japanese .army over a crush- 
Ingly superior opponent. 

“We cannot count on seeing a great 
commander at our head; a second 
Frederick the Great will hardly ap- 
I>ear. Nor can we know beforehand 
whether our troops w’lU prove superior 
to the hostile forces. But we Can try 
to learn what will be tho decisive fac¬ 
tors In the future war which W'lll turn 
the scale In favor of victory or defeat.

He does not believe Germany could 
effect much by a sudden attack on the 
Brltl.'^h fleet or by attempt to war on 
British policy.

General von Bernhardi does not pro¬ 
fess to be nn authority on naval mat¬ 
ters, and In giving his views as to the 
probable naval strategy of Germany he 
seeks simply to point the probable 
dangers and how they can be met. This 
extract Indicates the fate of any trans- 
Atlnnttc liners which may be captured 
by German cruisers: 

I "The prises which fall Into our hands 
mn^t be remorselessly destroyed, 
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will nut shrink from an offensive war 
anil will stake everything in order to 
strike UM a mortal blow. 

"We must expect tho most bitler 
hostility from (his antagonist. Should 
the Triple Alliance break up—os seems 
probable now—this hour will soon have 
struck. If the war then declared be 
waged against us In combination with 
Britain It may be assumed that tho 
allied great pow’ers would attempt to 
turn our strategical right flank through 
I^elgium and Holland and penetrate 
Into the heart of Germany through the 
fortresses between

"If people and government stand to¬ 
gether, resolved to guard the honor of 
Germany and make every sacrifice of 
blood and treasure to insure the future 
of our country and our state, we can 
face approaching events with confi¬ 
dence In our rights and In our 
strength; then we need nu. fear to 
fight foj our position In the world, biii 
we may, with Ernst Morits Arndt, rols-- 
our hands to heaven and cry to God: 

I “From the height of the starry sky 
I May thy ringing sword (lash bright; 

I Let every craven cry 
I Be silenced by thy might" 
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. since j 

It will usually be Impossible, owing to, 
the great British superiority and the 
few bases we have abroad, to bring 
them back In safety .without exposing 
our vessels to great risks. The sharp¬ 
est measures must be taken against 
neutral ships laden with contraband.” 

Two kinds of blockade are available 
to Great Britain against (Germany. 
“Great Britain can blockade closely our 
North Sea coast, and at the same time 
bar the Danish straits, so as to cut off 
communications W'lth our Baltic ports; 
or she can seal up on the one side the 
channel between England and the bon- 
tlnent, on the other side the open sea 
between the north of Scotland and Nor¬ 
way. on the Peterhead-Ekersund line, 
snd thus cripple our oversea commerce 
and also control the Belgo-Dutch. Dan¬ 
ish and Swedish shipping.” •

“ThlyS operation would have the con¬ 
siderable advantage of avoiding the 
strong line of the Rhine and threaten¬ 
ing our naval bases from the land side.

^ would enormously facilitate the frontal 
I attack on our west frontier and would 
enable the French to push a victorious 
advance onward to the Rhine after in¬ 
vesting Metz and DIedenhofen. 

Britain, with whose hostility, as 
well as with that of the French, we 
must reckon, could only undertake a 


unbreakable core of the group. Its 
w’eaknoss consists In Its purely defen¬ 
sive character. Since.Italy found that 
It did not aid her Mediterranean policy 
she has become lukewarm In her ad¬ 
hesion to It. The opi>onent8 of the 
triple alliance are thus described; 

''France and Russia have united In 
opposition to the central European 
triple alliance. France’s European 
policy is overshadowed by the Idea of 
revanche. For that she makes the moat 
painful sacrifices: for that she has 
forgotten the hundred years enmity 
against Britain and the humiliation of 
Fashoda. 

“She wishes first to take vengeance 
for tho defeats of 1870-71, which wound¬ 
ed her national pride to the quick; she 
wishes to raise her political prestige by 
a vlctor.v over Germany, and If possible 
to regain that former supremacy on 
the continent of Europe which she so 
long and brilliantly maintained; she 
' wishes. If fortune smiles on her arms, 
to reconquer Alsace and Lorraine. But 
she feels too'weak for an attack on 
Germany. Her whole foreign policy. In 
spite of all protestations of peace, fol¬ 
lows the single aim of gaining allies for 
this attack.” 

Russia's policy is that of marking 
time, pending her recuperation from 
the effects of the war with Japan In 
Manchuria.

This Is Oen. von Bemhardl's opinion 
of the British army: 

*Tt is very questionable whether the 
British srmy is capable of effectively 
acting on the offensive against conti¬ 
nental European troops. In South 
Afrtea the- British regiment for the 
most part fought very bravely snd 
stood great losses; on the other hand, 
they completely failed In the offensive, 
in tactics as In operations, and aith 
few exceptions the generalship whs 
equally deficient.

The 
great objection to this kind of blockade 
Is that It requires Britain to break up 
her fleet Into two or three divisions, 
and thus gives Germany a chance of

But It la Improbable. Gen. von Bem- 
ihardl thinks, that Britain would have

If Italy really 
withdraws from,, the Triple Alliance 
very distinctly superior forces will be 
united against Germany and Austria.

Some years aKo Baron Ruxliilf HIa> 
in Pasha, the only n<in-'royal 4or- 
isner who. holds the honorary rank 
■t general in the British army, was 
>sked at a dinner tablj In London, 
vhether there was any truth in the 
report that he was about to get mar¬ 
led. "Married!” he exclaimed In 
korrtw, "What, meV No, no! I haf 
ilretty been captive fourteen year— 
.levere no more?” setllnK the whole 
(able In a roar. 

Now, however, he has sugcumbed 
to matrlmonj, and. the news Cohies 
>f his inurrlaKe at Vh nna, to Baroness 
Alice v<m Kambcrg, the forty-one- 
vear-oUl davjghter of the late Victor 
von Rumbe'rg, one of the most dislin- 
;^nislitd cavalry generals of the Aus¬ 
trian ari,u.\, and of Ills wife (Htille, 
‘‘ountess vun Breda. The bride’s 
irranUfather, I^aron George Ramberg, 
was attached, when a captain of 
Austrian cavalry, to the personal staff 
Ilf the great Tuike of Wellington, at the 
battle of W aterloo, and for his services 
on tliat occuslim rccr.‘i\t‘d the military 
<!ross of the Order of the Bath. The 
•:am€' decoration was conferred upon 
Rudolf Von Slatin in 1895. and these 
two officers are the only Austrians 
who )iave ever received that distinc¬ 
tion. 

The captivity to which Slatin re¬ 
ferred when denying some Vears ago 
the report of his mgagemeiU, was un- 
litTgone in the Soudan, at oindurman . 
at the bands of the Malidi. An officer ' 
of the reserve list of the Austrian 
army, he had at the instance of his 
friend. Kmin Pasha, taken service un¬ 
der the Egyptian government and 
servt<l for a time tm the staff of G«n- 
eral • Uhlnese" Gordon, In the Soudan. 

The otitbreak of tile great Dervish 
rebellion laub t tlie Malidl. found Sla- 
tin acting as governor of Darfur. De¬ 
feated by i.iie Maiidl and taken prison¬ 
er, be was dragged In captivity l>y the 
Der\ ishe8 to tlieir camp at Omdurman, 
where, according to his own account, 
he was kept in chaln.s thnmghout the 
siege of Kliartoum, on the opposite 
hank of the river. When Khartoum 
was finally stornuMl by the Dirvtshts, 
who killed Goidoji. they, belli vlng that 
he was an uncle <>{ Slatin. cast hi« 
heail at Slatin's fort, txclalming: "Dog 
of a Frank! Behold the head of your 
uncK'!" Kubscfjuently Sluiin obtained 
a ceituin a.mouiit of liberty, perhaps 
due to the fad that he had at the very 
outset of his captivity embraced the 
Dervish form i.d Islam, and solemnly 
renounced Chri.stianity.

baron by his sovereign, the Emperor of ' 
Austria, and was given the Grand 
Gross of the Victorian Order a couple 
of years ago by the present ruler of 
Great Britain. 

Blatin, whose brother has long been 
one of the confldohtia! Secretaries of 
Eriiptfror Francis Josepli, is a very 
handsome man, erect, of medium 
heiglit, thick-set yet gra<*eful, and as 
hard as nails. Many years ago. during 
a skirmish in the Soudan, he had the 
misfortune to have one of his fingers 
disabled by a bullet, and as there were 
no surgeons w'lthln reach, he promptly 
placed it on the neapest available rock 
and hacked It off with his sword.

The wounding of Khedive Abbas II. 
at Gonstantinople by a would-be Egyp¬

and the succession of his heir, Prince 
Said. 

Alibns II. differs from his namesake 
in that he is more of a Kuropean than an 
Oriental, in that he was <-ducated en- j 
tirely in Austria and in Bwilzerland, 
and that he is thoroughly modem and 
up-to-date in the western sense of the 
word; the most striking contrast which 
it is possible to conceive with Abl>as I., 
whose character may have be«-n em- 
bittt-red by the friglitful death -of his 
father, who was deliberately roasted 
alive by an Abyssinian chieftain, sur- 
named "the Tiger of Shendy.” against 
wliom h<- had been sent l>y Mehenu-t 
All. to exact tribute. 

But Abbas II. is almost as unpopular 
as his namesake and predecessor He 
has satisfied neither his foreign friends 
and us.miclates, nor yet the Egyptian 
Nationalists; who res*-nt for< Ign intir- 
ference In their national affairs; while 
tlie more devout among his Moslem 
sulijects have been allenaleil from him 
by his marriage flv<- years ago to a 
Hungarian countess of stormy ante¬ 
cedents. wlio has since left him. He 
holds his tiirone on sufferance of the 
English government, which has re¬ 
peatedly h.od ooca.sion to reproach him 
for ills duplicity ami bis treachery. In 
fact. h«- has ever since ills accession to 
the throne, maiie so much of a nuisance 
of hlinsilf. first of all to Lord Grotner. 
and slnqe then to Lonl Kitchrner, the 
Brldsh plenipotentiaries at (’alro. tlmt 
no one need feel surpriseil to hear <if 
Ills deposition. The latter woubl excite 
bul, little regret on Ihc jiart ef his own 
Milijecis.

SCRAP BOOK 

Total Eclipse To-morrow Augurs 
III for Russia, Turkey and Persia. 


,®lncc the beginning of history the 
.supcrititU'UK huvv regarded lotul 
eclipses as omens of evil for the nu- 
tiona ihey enshroud in ;i pull dark¬ 
ness. 

The white light of scienee has dla- 
rtip.ilcd lhe.se ffdlics <»f the past, but 
doubtless there arc many people who 
will find in the eclipse of the .‘<nn 
which bf’gliifl to-night, and which will 
be total in Ku.ssin, Turkey in Asia and 
Per.sui. an augury of ill for those 
eountricn. 

This solar phenomenon will be visi¬ 
ble as a «niaU partial etilpae In the 
eastern part of Canada, the noriheasl- 
ern portion of the I'nited Stales, and 
Newfoundland, early to-morrow morn¬ 
ing. 

. Tiie initial contact of the penunibra 
with the earth wUi take place at a 
point in tile middle of James’s bay, 
south of Hudson's bay. The eclipse 
will 1)0 Invislbla west and eou'th of a 
line drawn from Rapid City, Manitoba; 
through De*. Il's Luke and Fargo, N. 
D., Redwood Falls, Minn.. Peoria, III.. 
Indianapolis, IlarriHOuburg. Vu.. and 
Washington. At Sow York the par¬ 
tial eclipse will begin at 5.34 to-niorruw 
morning, and end at 6.6; at B*^»8ton, 
5.41 to B.afl; at Halifax, 6.10 lo 7.8; at 
Quebec,, 5.82 to 6.45. and at St. John’s. 
Newfoundland, 6.32 to 6.46. On the 
eastern slope of ilichigun, and In 
western Ontario and western Ohio, the 
middle eclipse v.lll take place at sun¬ 
rise. 

The total eclipse will have its be¬ 
ginning at sunrise In the Arctic ocean, 
and Its path will be northeast and 
then east, crossing northern Green¬ 
land, and then southeast, across the 
north AtJar.tIo and the middle of Nor¬ 
way an^ fiu-iden, thence across the 


nortli end of the‘Baltic sea, and acro‘«S 
Russia. The eclipse will traverse ihc 
empire of the czar, passing alm<ist dl¬ 
l'trly over the city of Kleff. and will 
t Ilf II fress the Black sea. traversing 
Turkey in Asia and IN rsla, and ending 
at 8un8» l at l.ahkpat. In western In¬ 
dia. The lost contact of the penum¬ 
bra. with the earth will bo on the east 
coast of Afrii-a, near the equator. The 
greatest length of the totality of the 
eclipse will be In Russia, where at one 
point it will lost two minutes and 
fourteen secitflds. This eclipse will re- 
lur In' 1932. f- 

The association of eclipses with wars 
and the fate of-nations dates from 
earliest limes. A total eclipse Is al- 
h'ged to have heralded the downfall 
of Nineveh and the grcTit Assyrian em¬ 
pire. The ‘’eclipse of Xerxes,” which 
caused a panic In the vast army as¬ 
sembled by the Persian monarch for 
the Invaslan of Greece, is one of the 
most famous in history. 

* ☆ ☆ 

Washington, the village capital of 
the Infant republic, was a scene of 
wild confusion a century ago to-day. 
and the general alarm was not with¬ 
out reason, for couriers had brought 
the news that a British army was 
marching on the town. Gen. Ross, 
with 3.5f»0 veterans of the Napoleonic 
war, had landed on the shores of the 
C'hesapeake and. reinforced by a 
vhou.sand marines from Cockburn's 
squadron, threatened the capital. Gen¬ 
eral Winder, In command of the dis¬ 
trict, had 6,000 men for d ifence, but he 
offered no real resistance. Commodore 
Barney was ordered to burn the Ameri¬ 
can gunboats and retreat. The authori¬ 
ties In Washington seemeil unable to 
bring ordef out of chaos, and when the 
British army approached Washington 
the defenders made a resistance that, 
with a few brilliant exceptions, was not 
to be dignified by the name of battle. 
The president and his cabinet fled, and 
the dty v.as left to the British.

LUBE TOO STRONG. 


London, Aug. 20.—A dispatch to 
Reuter’s Kews agency from Client. 
Belgium, says: “Vesterday's fighting 
at Aerschot was extremely hot. Tlie 
appearance of two German avlaltirs 
was Ihe'ftrst intimation that the Ger¬ 
mans. who had been repulsed on the 
previous evening, lntende«i to renew’ the 
attack, 

"Flying low, the Gerimn * aviators | 
surveyed the positions and then return- | 
ed to report. 8 oon afterward the Ger¬ 
man infantry, supported i»y machine 
guns and artillery, opened a fierce at¬ 
tack. The B<-tginn!^ were outnumbered 
but put up a desperate resistance. 

"The troops on both sides fought like 
demons and the. battle soon became a 
veritable butchery. Two Belgian regi- 
m- nts which already had dlstlifguished 
themselves In the fort.s of Liege, held 
the Invaders in check for two hours. 
Both sides were losing heavily when 
the rejreat was aoundqd. 

"Major Gilson, whose nose had been 
broken by a bullet, took charge of the 
Belgian rear guard, which fought so 
stubbornly that only seven out of his 
force of 288 men returned. 

"When Major Gilson reached Ghent a 
friend suggested telegraphing to his 
father. At first he refused, remarking 
that his father would learn about his 
wound from the papers. Finally, how’- 
ever, he consented, saying; ‘I am at 
Ghent. No need to tVorry. Will quick¬ 
ly r'-Joln my regiment.' ”

Another 
big spectacular feature of the‘Conven¬ 
tion had been the historic pageant 
showing religion at Its several stages 
of evolution down the ages since Christ 
came to earth.
